1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the closest prior art known to the Examiner is listed 
on the attached PTO 892 and 1449 forms. Yamakawa et al . in view 
of Nissen et al . and Nakayama et al . in view of Nissen et al . 
generally teach a copolymer similar to those claims used in 
conjunction with the electrolytes required. However, none of 
the prior art teaches a capacitor wherein the polymer has the 
specific weight percentages of co-monomers (a) and (b) further 
utilizing the Markush of electrolytes as required by the 
independent claim nor it would have been obvious to select 
components from the prior art to achieve the claimed capacitor.
